Mr. Ed'itor, why was there 
no notice in your paper 
about the service and the 
hour it would be held and 
not a word in your editor¬ 
ials about the significance 
of Memorial Day? 

Let us all get together 
next year to make Memor¬ 
ial Day in Sierra Madre a 
more meaningful one.
